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MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  HELD  MARCH  13,  1990 

TOWN  OF  NEWFIELDS,  NH 

The  annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30 
p.m.  by  the  Moderator,  James  Hayden.   He  gave  instructions 
as  to  the  procedures  townspeople  should  follow  when 
addressing  their  concerns.

Article  2.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $175,000  (Gross  Budget)  for  the 
construction  of  a  3  bay  addition  to  the  Newfields  Fire 
Station,  and  said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  any  federal, 
state  or  private  funds  made  available  therefore,  and  to 
authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $125,000  of  bonds 
or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize 
the  Town  Officials  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or 
notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon; 
furthermore,  to  authorize  the- withdrawal  of  $50,000  from 
the  Fire  Station  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  this 
purpose.   (2/3  ballot  vote  required). 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Jared  Rumford  and  seconded  to  amend 
Article  2  to  read  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $175,000  (Gross  Budget)  for  the  construction  of  a  3 
bay  addition  to  the  Newfields  Fire  Station,  and  said  sum 
to  be  in  addition  to  any  federal,  state  or  private  funds 
made  available  therefore,  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of 
not  more  than  $125,000  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA 
Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize  the  Town  Officials  to  issue 
and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the 
rate  of  interest  thereon;  further  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  *$50,000  plus  interest*  from  the  Fire 
Station  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  this  purpose. 
(2/3  ballot  vote  required) . 

With  no  discussion  regarding  the  amendment  same  was  passed 
with  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

William  Chick,  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  then  led  the 
discussion  regarding  the  need  for  the  monies  to  upgrade  - 
the  existing  Fire  Station  which  would  need  such  things  as 
a  training  room  for  the  men,  lavatory  (male  and  female), 
equipment,  trucks  and  bays  in  which  to  hold  the  trucks. 
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Chief  Chick  further  indicated  that  if  the  monies  were 
appropriated  and  a  6  bay  station  was  constructed  it  would 
be  sufficient  for  the  Town  for  quite  some  time. 

Jack  Shaw  indicated  a  concern  for  the  monies  and  the 
financing  arrangements.   Betsy  Goes  indicated  that  the 
bond  length  was  undetermined  at  the  present  time.   She 
further  indicated  that  on  line  16  of  the  Town  Budget,  the 
figure  of  $23,373  for  the  Fire  Department  includes  repairs 
to  all  structure.   If  Article  2  was  passed  that  $11,000 
appropriated  for  repairs  would  revert  back  to  the  Town  of 
Newfields.   It  was  noted  that  the  estimates  were  updated 
approximately  two  months  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting, 
according  to  Chief  Chick.   Jim  Bolduc  inquired  as  to  an 
approximate  increase  in  taxes  if  the  Fire  Department  were 
appropriated  the  requested  funds.   Jack  Shaw  indicated 
that  it  would  be  approximately  $33.00  for  every  $100,000. 
Chief  Chick  indicated  that  he  would  expect  bids  for  the 
work  to  be  reasonable  due  to  the  slow  economy.   He  also 
noted  that  fire  trucks  would  need  to  be  replaced  at  some 
point;  and  a  tank  truck  would  be  required.   A  truck  last 
approximately  15-18  years  and  costs  $130-150,000.   A 
refurbished  truck  costs  approximately  $30-40,000. 

With  discussion  completed  a  ballot  vote  was  conducted. 
The  polls  remained  open  upon  Article  2  for  one  (1)  hour. 
The  results  were  as  follows:   Out  of  119  votes,  there  were 
60  yes  and  59  no.   The  Article  needed  a  2/3  vote,  it  did 
not  receive  same  and  the  Article  was  not  passed. 

Betsy  Coes  made  a  Motion  that  Article  11  be  the  next  issue 
up  for  discussion  since  it  to  required  a  2/3  ballot  vote. 
Her  Motion  was  seconded  by  Nancy  Taylor  and  passed  with  a 
verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  11.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $95,000  (Gross  Budget)  for  the 
development  of  the  Dunlin  Well,  and  said  sum  to  be  in 
addition  to  any  federal,  state  or  private  funds  made 
available  therefore,  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not 
more  than  $30,000  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33) 
and  to  authorize  Town  officials  to  issue  and  negotiate 
such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon;  the  balance  of  the  Dunlin  Well  development  to  be 
paid  from  the  Dr.  Albert  Varney  Trust  Fund  in  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $65,051.  (2/3  ballot  vote  required). 

Nancy  Taylor  made  a  Motion  that  Article  11  be  accepted  -as 
read.   It  was  seconded  by  Alan  Taylor.   Discussion 
followed  whereby  Alan  Taylor  explained  the  well  outline 
posted  on  the  Town  Hall  wall.   It  is  necessary  for  said 
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well  because  existing  wells  are  not  working  at  full 
capacity.   Well  no.  5  is  completely  shutdown  due  to 
pollution  of  same.   Newfields  is  reaching  a  critical  stage 
with  regard  to  the  water  system.   The  Dunlin  well  would 
work  much  more  efficiently  than  all  existing  wells 
including  no.  5  if  it  were  in  fact  in  operation.   The  cost 
was  a  concern.   Francis  F.  Lane,  Jr.  pointed  out  that  the 
pipe  would  not  be  a  cost  to  the  Town.   It  would  be  an 
expense  borne  by  the  developers  of  the  Dunlin  subdivision. 
Alan  Taylor  indicated  that  he  had  obtained  general 
estimates  for  the  necessary  work  over  the  phone.   The 
monies  to  pay  for  same  would  also  come  from  the  Varney 
Trust  Fund  which  is  exclusively  for  expansion  of  the  water 
system.   Jim  Ryan  expressed  a  concern  if  an  emergency 
occurred  and  money  were  needed  immediately,  what  would 
happen.   Betsy  Coes  indicated  that  there  would  be  funds 
available  for  an  emergency  situation.   Also  a  special  Town 
Meeting  would  be  called.   Andy  inquired  as  to  the  usage  of 
the  equipment  if  replaced.   Alan  Taylor  indicated  that  he 
had  discussed  same  with  Prescott  Pump  and  they  would 
utilize  as  much  of  the  existing  equipment  as  possible. 
Jack  Shaw  inquired  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  the  $40,000 
that  was  appropriated  last  year.   In  explanation  Betsy 
Coes  indicated  that  those  monies  were  to  be  used  for 
engineering  services  rendered  by  Hoil  Tanner.   There  was 
some  confusion  as  to  the  $38,000  appropriated  to  the  Water 
District  last  year.   The  $38,000  was  ultimately  turned 
back  to  the  Town  as  the  water  district  was  operating  under 
budget  and  using  the  $40,000  on  hand  for  engineering 
services.   When  the  water  district  was  changed  from  a 
water  district  to  a  water  department  that  was  clarified. 

Don  Doane  indicated  that  the  Varney  Trust  Fund  actually 
had  approximately  $69,000  in  same.   He  then  made  a  motion 
to  amend  Article  11  to  read  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $95,000  (Gross  Budget)  for  the  development  of  the 
Dunlin  Well,  and  said  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  any 
federal,  state  or  private  funds  made  available  therefore, 
and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $30,000  of 
bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize 
Town  officials  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes 
and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  the  balance 
of  the  Dunlin  Well  development  to  be  paid  from  the  Dr. 
Albert  Varney  Trust  Fund  using  all  monies  presently  in 
said  trust.   (2/3  ballot  vote  required) . 

The  Motion  was  second  by  Jack  Shaw  and  passed  with  a 
verbal  yes  vote.   Article  11  was  then  voted  on  by  ballot. 
The  results  of  115  votes  90  yes  and  25  no.   Article  11  was 
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passed  as  amended. 

Upon  a  Motion  made  by  Betsy  Coes  and  seconded  by  Nancy 
Taylor,  Articles  17  and  18  were  discussed  next  as  they 
also  required  a  ballot  vote. 

Article  17.   On  a  Petition  of  Dana  Hull  and  10  other 
registered  voters,  shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:28  V  and  VI,  for  an  optional  Veteran's  Exemption  and  an 
expanded  qualifying  war  service  for  veteran's  seeking  the 
exemption?  The  optional  veteran's  exemption  would  be 
raised  from  $50  to  $100  (ballot  vote  required) . 

Article  18.   On  a  Petition  of  Dana  Hull  and  10  other 
registered  voters, shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:35  IV,  for  an  optional  property  tax  exemption  on 
residential  property  for  a  service  connected  total 
disability  exemption?   The  optional  disability  exemption 
would  be  raised  from  $700  to  $1,400.  (ballot  vote 
required) . 

Dana  Hull  commenced  the  discussiion  on  both  Articles  17  and 
18.   He  indicated  that  there  are  89  veterans  within  the 
Town  of  Newfields  and  3  disabled  veterans.   He  indicated 
that  these  Articles  are  humanitarian  issues.   It  was 
clarified  that  on  Article  18  the  $1,400  would  be  deducted 
from  the  tax  assessment  of  the  property  not  subtracted 
from  the  tax  bill. 

Upon  a  Motion  by  Jack  Shaw  and  seconded  by  Don  Doane,  it 
was  decided  to  vote  upon  Articles  17  and  18  separately  but 
at  the  same  time.   A  verbal  vote  was  taken  and  passed. 

The  results  were  as  follows: 

Article  17:   94  persons  voting,  75  yes,  9  no.   Article  17 
passed. 

Article  18:   94  persons  voting,  70  yes,  24  no.   Article  18 
passed. 

Upon  a  Motion  by  Jack  Shaw  and  seconded  it  was  decided  to 
hear  Article  27  next  as  it  concerned  a  large  sum  of  monies 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  Town. 

Article  27.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $567,522  that  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  exclusive  of  all 
special  articles  listed  above.   The  Moderator  indicated 
that  Betsy  Coes  would  read  the  Town  Budget  aloud,  line  by 
line.   He  would  watch  the  audience  for  questions  and 
concerns  and  stop  Betsy  accordingly. 
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The  first  line  item  which  required  discussion  was  no.  15 
the  police  department  budget.   Jack  Shaw  indicated  that 
the  real  figure  was  approximately  $100,000  rather  than  the 
$87,976  indicated.   He  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Town 
required  two  full  time  officers,  several  part  time 
officers  and  two  cruisers.   He  felt  that  the  part  time 
officers  should  be  eliminated  along  with  one  cruiser. 
That  the  Town  did  not  presently  have  24  hour  coverage  and 
did  not  need  same  at  this  time,  in  his  opinion. 

Paul  Watkins  spoke  in  defense  of  the  police  department's 
need  for  both  cruisers  and  part  time  officers.   Doing  away 
with  the  part  time  officers  creates  an  extreme  workload 
for  the  existing  full  time  officers. 

It  was  clarified  that  the  two  cruisers  referred  to  was  a 
new  one  and  the  old  one  which  was  kept  on  as  a  back  up 
vehicle  for  the  other  officer.   If  there  was  only  one 
cruiser  available  that  would  force  officers  to  use  their 
personal  vehicles  for  town  business.   This  creates  an 
insurance  liability  for  both  the  officer  and  the  Town  of 
Newf ields. 

Debbie  Glass  asked  about  the  use  of  one  cruiser  and  back 
up  for  another  town.   She  indicated  a  personal  knowledge 
of  Newmarket  arriving  prior  to  Newfields  and  assisting  in 
a  call.   Francis  F.  Lane,  Jr.  indicated  that  although  this 
is  very  courteous  of  Newmarket  as  a  public  service,  they 
are  not  obligated,  we  cannot  depend  on  them  and  they  have 
no  jurisdiction  in  the  Town  of  Newfields. 

A  Motion  was  made  by  Jack  Shaw  to  retain  the  two  full  time 
officers  and  to  eliminate  the  part  time  officers.   It  was 
not  seconded  and  became  a  dead  issue. 

The  next  budget  line  item  discussed  was  the  Fire 
Department.   There  was  concern  expressed  by  Jared  Rumford 
as  to  the  enthusiasm  shown  to  the  police  and  not  the  Fire 
Department.   Laurie  Martin  indicated  that  people  are  in  a 
more  conservative  mode  as  far  as  where  their  tax  dollars 
are  going.   This  should  not  be  taken  as  a  personal  insult 
by  the  Fire  Department  members.   There  were  budget 
problems  also  which  had  no  effect  and  did  not  penalize  the 
fire  department  in  any  form. 

Line  33  was  clarified  in  that  the  townspeople  were 
informed  that  those,  monies  $104,280  are  reimbursed  to  the 
Town  by  Kingston  Warren. 

Line  34,  we  are  the  only  town  dumping  at  Newmarket  at 
present.   Have  allocated  monies  toward  fees  to  same,  had 
never  been  billed  by  Newmarket  until  this  point.   There 
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is  no  cost  to  dump,  the  cost  comes  into  play  when  it  is 
time  for  removal  (i.e.  refrigerators,  etc.) 

There  being  no  further  discussion  with  regard  to  the  Town 
Budget,  it  was  voted  upon  and  passed. 

Article  3.   In  the  event  Article  2  fails  to  pass,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$25,000  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Station  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  previously  established  for  the  future  3  bay  addition 
to  the  Fire  Station.   Alan  Taylor  moved  that  same  be 
accepted  as  read.   It  was  seconded  by  Nancy  Taylor. 
Article  3  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  4.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire 
Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established  for  the 
future  purchase  of  a  replacement  fire  truck. 

Jared  Rumford  made  a  Motion  to  amend  Article  4  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $25,000  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Truck  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  *to  be  established*  for  the  future  purchase 
of  a  replacement  fire  truck.   The  Motion  was  seconded  by 
Alan  Taylor.   Article  4  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  5.   To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  toward 
the  acceptance  of  reports  of  Town  officers  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report.   Alan  Taylor  made  a  Motion  that  we  accept 
the  reports  as  printed.   It  was  seconded  and  passed  upon  a 
verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  6.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen,  in  case  of  disaster,  to  apply  for,  contract 
for,  receive  and  expend  Federal  Funds  for  disaster  relief. 
Alan  Taylor  made  a  Motion  to  accept  same  as  read,  it  was 
seconded  and  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  7.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from  the 
State,  Federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  private 
source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in 
accordance  with  the  procedure  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b. 
Article  7  was  accepted  as  read  and  passed  upon  a  verbal 
yes  vote . 

Article  8.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  a  2%  discount  on 
taxes  paid  thirty  days  after  the  tax  bills  are  mailed  by 
the  Tax  Collector.   (Note:   On  the  advice  of  the 
Department  of  Revenue  Administration,  the  Selectmen  and 
Budget  Committee  recommend  a  vote  against  the  discount 
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as  an  unnecessary  expense.  The  discount  cost  the  Town 
$18,000  in  1989  or  approximately  .25/31,000). 

Discussion  was  had  as  to  whether  the  penalty  for  late 
taxes  would  still  exist.   It  will  confirmed  Betsy  Coes. 
It  was  clarified  that  a  yes  vote  would  grant  Article  8  and 
a  no  vote  would  not  grant  Article  8. 

Article  8  was  accepted  as  read  and  after  a  voice  vote  was 
undeterminable,  a  hand  vote  was  taken.   Article  8  did  not 
pass. 

Article  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  Short  Term  Notes  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  (RSA  33:7) . 

Article  9  was  accepted  as  read  and  passed  with  a  verbal 
yes  vote. 

Article  10.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayment  of  Real  Estate  Taxes 
for  the  year  1990.  (RSA  80:52-a). 

Upon  Motion  of  Alan  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Taylor, 
Article  10  was  accepted  as  read  and  passed  with  a  verbal 
yes  vote. 

Article  11  was  voted  upon  earlier  in  the  meeting. 

Article  12..  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,500  to  purchase  the  easement 
surrounding  the  Goldsmith  Well. 

Upon  Motion  of  Alan  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Taylor, 
Article  12  was  accepted  as  read.   Alan  Taylor  clarified  in 
discussion  that  we  own  the  well  not  the  surrounding  land. 
That  we  need  the  easement  to  protect  the  radius  of 
Goldsmith  Well.   The  other  wells  do  not  require  easements 
as  they  are  on  Town  land. 

Article  12  was  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  13.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for 
the  future  construction  of  a  second  water  stand  pipe,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  placed  in 
this  fund. 

Upon  Motion  of  Alan  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Taylor, 
Article  13  was  accepted  as  read.   Article  13  passed  upon  a 
verbal  yes  vote. 
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Article  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $154  for  the  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  Collection  Program,  as  sponsored  by  the  Rockingham 
Regional  Planning  Commission,  for  our  share  for  1990. 

Article  14  was  accepted  as  read  and  passed  upon  a  verbal 
yes  vote. 

Article  15.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  to  build  a  fire  resistant 
vault  in  the  unused/unfinished  portion  of  the  Town  Hall 
basement  for  the  storage  and  safekeeping  of  Town  and 
historical  records  and  artifacts  of  the  Town  of  Newfields. 

Article  15  was  accepted  as  read.   Discussion  was  initiated 
by  William  Tebo  as  for  the  need  for  a  vault.   Old  records 
are  presently  stored  in  cardboard  boxes  and  put  in  a 
closet.   According  to  State  law  these  records  must  be 
retained  within  the  Town  of  Newfields  and  must  be 
accessible,  therefore,  a  private  storage  facility  outside 
of  Newfields  is  not  an  option.   They  cannot  be  stored  in 
the  library  because  they  could  become  the  property  of  the 
State. 

Article  15  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  16.   On  a  Citizen's  Petition  signed  by  13  voters, 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000  each  year  for  3  years  ($15,000  total),  to 
enable  the  Library  Trustees  to  have  printed  "The  History 
of  Newfields,  NHM  1638-1911  by  Rev.  James  Hill  Fitts.   The 
Library  Trustees  to  be  responsible  for  printing  completion 
by  1993.   These  books  to  be  sold  at  and  by  the  Library. 

Article  16  was  accepted  as  read.   Discussion  indicated 
that  it  was  not  legal  to  obligate  the  Town  for  an 
additional  two  years  at  $5,000  each  year.   You  can  only 
vote  for  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  one  year  at  a 
time.   Dana  Hull  indicated  that  this  would  be  a  reprint  of 
a  book  we  already  have  and  would  have  a  volume  cost  of 
approximately  $75  which  does  not  sound  reasonable. 
Barbara  Hayden  indicated  that  the  Library  Trustees  are 
unaware  as  to  how  they  became  involved  in  said  Article  but 
have  no  desire  to  be  responsible  for  the  printing  or  sale 
of  said  book. 

Article  16  was  defeated  upon  a  verbal  no  vote. 

Articles  17  and  18  were  voted  upon  earlier  in  the  meeting. 
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Article  19.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  to  be  placed  in  the  Police 
Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established  for 
the  future  purchase  of  a  replacement  police  cruiser. 

Upon  a  Motion  and  a  second  Article  19  was  accepted  as 
read.   Article  19  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  20.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $250  to  help  defray  costs  and 
expenses  of  the  Richie  MacFarland  Center  in  Stratham. 

Upon  a  Motion  by  Alan  Taylor  and  a  second  Article  20  was 
accepted  as  read. 

Betsy  Coes  clarified  that  after  three  years  as  an  article 
it  would  become  a  line  item  in  the  Town's  budget. 

Article  20  was  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  21.   On  a  Citizen's  Petition  of  10  Newfields 
voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $25.00  to  support  the  Rockingham 
Nutrition  Program's  meals  services  for  older,  homebound 
older  and  handicapped  residents. 

William  Tebo  indicated  that  this  service  is  provided  to 
only  one  person  and  a  needed  benefit.   Article  21  passed 
upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  22..  On  a  Citizen's  Petition  of  10  Newfields 
voters,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  contract  services  for  the 
initiation  of  a  recycling  program. 

Article  22  was  accepted  as  read.   Betsy  Coes  indicated 
that  no  specific  details  are  available  at  this  time. 
Would  not  necessarily  make  money  upon  this  Article  but 
should  break  even.   We  have  not  been  approached  by  any 
specific  company,  there  is  no  pressure  to  do  same.   There 
would  be  no  overseer  just  volunteers.   Could  be  state 
mandated  at  some  time  in  the  future. 

A  Motion  to  table  Article  22  was  made  by  Jack  Shaw  and 
seconded.   A  voice  vote  was  undeterminable.   A  hand  vote 
indicated  that  Article  22  would  not  (29  yes  33  no)  be 
tabled  at  this  time  and  discussion  continued. 

Nancy  Taylor  and  Donna  Hoagie  indicated  that  a  recycling 
program  would  be  a  statement  of  our  concerns  as  a  Town _and 
show  a  good  example  to  our  children  who  are  learning  about 
recycling  and  ecology  in  school. 
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Upon  a  verbal  vote  Article  22  passed. 

Article  23.   Shall  the  Town  to  vote  to  accept  as  Town 
Roads  Meadow  Road  (presently  Tall  Oak  Drive) ,  Pine  Court, 
Evergreen  Court,  and  Hemlock  Court  to  the  end  of  the 
pavement  at  the  property  line  of  Lot  5.4,  Tax  Map  103? 
The  Selectmen  conditionally  accepted  the  abovementioned 
roads  November  28,  1989. 

Article  23  was  accepted  as  read.   Discussion  followed  that 
the  new  road  was  a  result  of  a  subdivision  and  that  they 
had  been  conditionally  accepted  by  the  Selectmen  to  allow 
owners  to  occupy  their  homes  and  that  now  it  should  be 
finalized  by  the  vote  of  the  townspeople.   William  Tebo 
indicated  that  there  is  one  slight  problem  that  the 
developer  is  aware  of  same  and  is  responsible  to  correct 
it.   The  Selectmen  have  this  in  writing  and  foresee  no 
problems.   There  was  concern  as  to  why  the  name  of  the 
road  was  being  changed.   Ms.  Meg  Libby  made  several 
allowances  with  regard  to  this  subdivision  and  was  given 
the  opportunity  to  name  the  road.   The  Selectmen  did 
apologize  to  residents  on  said  road  for  the  inconvenience 
in  having  to  change  their  address  on  checks,  with  family, 
etc.   Kendall  Palmer  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Planning  Board 
indicating  that  the  change  would  be  very  easy  to  fix  at 
the  Registry  and  that  they  were  aware  of  Meg  Libby' s 
allowances  and  had  no  objection  to  the  changing  of  its 
name  from  Tall  Oak  Drive  to  Meadow  Road.   No  further 
discussion  being  had,  Article  23  passed  with  a  verbal  yes 
vote. 

Article  24.   On  a  Citizen's  Petition  of  12  Newfields 
voters,  to  designate  and  proclaim  April  22,  1990  as  Earth 
Day  1990,  and  to  promote  the  preservation  of  the  global 
environment. 

A  Motion  was  made  and  a  seconded  and  Article  24  was 
accepted  as  read.   Article  24  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes 
vote. 

Article  25.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500  to  restore  and  make 
structurally  sound  the  sills  and  walls  of  the  Boy  Scout 
House . 

Bill  Tebo  commenced  the  discussion  that  the  Boy  Scout 
House  is  again  showing  signs  of  rot  and  would  like  the 
monies  appropriated  to  replace  and  protect  the  House.   He 
was  under  the  impression  that  a  Boy  Scout  Troop  was  being 
organized  in  Newfields  and  that  was  his  reasoning  behind 
keeping  same  in  shape.   However,  it  has  been  approximately 
one  year  and  he  has  heard  nothing  regarding  a  start  up  of 
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a  Boy  Scout  Troop.   Betsy  Coes  added  that  it  would  take  at 
least  $2,500  to  tear  it  down.   The  Town  does  own  this 
building.   Not  being  used  at  present. 

Francis  F.  Lane,  Jr.  made  a  Motion  that  the  name  of  the 
House  be  changed  from  Boy  Scout  House  to  the  Scout  House. 
The  Motion  was  seconded  and  passed  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  25  passed  as  amended  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote. 

Article  26.   On  a  Petition  of  14  registered  voters,  to  see 
if  the  Town  of  Newfields  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,480  to  assist  Seacoast  Hospice, 
a  non-profit  organization. 

Upon  a  Motion  and  second  Article  26  was  accepted  as  read. 

A  volunteer  of  the  Hospice  spoke  about  its  function.   It 
is  there  to*  care  and  counsel  the  terminally  ill  and  their 
families.   It  loans  beds,  comodes,  etc.   It  receives  no 
federal  funding.   Their  only  monies  is  through  fundraising 
efforts.   They  charge  their  patients  nothing. 

Upon  a  verbal  yes  vote,  Article  26  passed. 

Article  27  was  voted  upon  earlier  in  the  meeting. 

Article  28.   To  hear  all  reports  of  any  committees 
heretofore  appointed  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  hereto. 

There  being  no  committees  outstanding  this  Article  is 
moot. 

Article  29.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Bobby  Burns  spoke  upon  the  need  for  a  wildlife  preserve 
with  land  being  taken  up  with  subdivisions  and  the  like 
and  the  need  to  preserve  what  we  have.   Upon  a  Motion  by 
Bobby  Burns  to  establish  a  Great  Bay  National  Wildlife 
refuge,  same  was  seconded.   This  issue  passed  with  a 
verbal  yes  vote. 

William  Tebo  spoke  next  concerning  the  eagle  that  hung  on 
the  front  of  the  Town  Hall  and  has  for  approximately  60 
years.   There  had  been  some  discussion  as  to  where  it  had 
come  from.   After  doing  some  research  it  was  noted  to  be 
an  original  Belami  eagle.   It  is  worth  approximately 
$2-4,000.   It  adds  history  to  the  Town  of  Newfields.   It 
was  voted  upon  a  verbal  yes  vote  to  keep  the  eagle  on 
display  within  the  Town  Hall  to  prevent  any  further 
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Betsy  Coes  also  took  this  time  to  thank  the  water 
commissioners  for  their  time  and  efforts  in  making  changes 
to  same.   Thank  you's  were  also  in  order  to  Don  Wilson  and 
Earl  Bolton  for  their  time  and  efforts  on  different 
projects  within  the  Town. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  conduct  and  upon  a 
Motion  made  by  Alan  Taylor  and  seconded  by  Nancy  Taylor, 
the  Moderator  indicated  that  the  Town  of  Newfields  Annual 
Town  Meeting  was  adjourned  at  12:00  p.m.

In  the  past  year  the  Newfields  Water  Department  has  worked 
hard  to  provide  our  customers  with  the  best  quality  water 
and  the  best  service  possible.   We  test  our  water  monthly 
for  bacteria  and  yearly  for  other  undesirables. 

At  present  we  have  163  accounts. 

The  following  projects  have  been  completed  by  the 
department. 

1.  Overseeing  the  installation,  testing  and  ch lor i na- 
tion of  3808  feet  of  ductile  iron  water  main  along  with  the 
installation  of  4  fire  hydrants  in  the  Dunlin  development. 

2.  Installing  a  new  break-away  hydrant  at  the  comer 
of  Dixon  Ave.  and  Rte.  87. 

3.  Installation  of  a  new  gate  valve  on  Nelson  Drive. 

4.  Locating  and  checking  the  working  order  of  all  gate 
valves  and  individual  home  curb  stops. 

5.  Made  modifications  in  pump  house  2  and  4  to  improve 
better  control  of  water  discharge. 

6.  Constructed  a  new  pump  house  in  the  Dunlin  subdivi- 
sion for  our  new  Well  #6.   All  piping  interior  of  house  is 
complete.   The  new  discharge  line  is  connected  to  the 
existing  water  mains-   At  present  we  are   waiting  for  PSNH 
to  connect  the  power  so  we  may  use  this  well  which  will 
increase  our  pumping  by  80  gallons  per  minute. 

For  the  year  1990,  we  pumped  a  total  of  14,964,173 
gallons  of  water.   We  would  like  to  thank  our  customers  for 
observing  the  water  ban  during  the  dry  months.   With  our 
new  well  in  operation  this  should  not  be  necessary  again.

For  the  year  1990  the  Police  Department  issued  a  total  of  288 
summons.   They  consisted  of:   speeding  192,  unregistered  motor  vehicle 
22,  uninspected  motor  vehicle  42,  operating  after  revocation  10, 
operating  without  a  license  4,  D.W.I,  second  offense  1,  possession  of 
alcohol  1,  passing  over  a  yellow  line  2,  equipment  violations  1, 
misuse  of  plates  1,  criminal  trespass  1,  assaults  2,  littering  1,  no 
fuel  permit  1,  disobeying  a  police  officer  1,  failure  to  use  child 
restraint  1,  and  bad  checks  5. 

The  department  responded  to  439  citizen  complaints,  19  burglar 
alarms,  21  motor  vehicle  accidents,  15  thefts,  3  burglaries,  22  domestics 
and  4  assaults.   in  addition  the  department  received  52  requests  for 
house  checks  while  people  were  away.   These  homes  were  checked  a  total 
of  1421  times  for  illegal  entry  and  none  occurred.   In  addition  while 
making  these  house  checks  we  checked  for  other  possible  problems  and 
notify  the  necessary  people  to  prevent  personal  loss  to  the  home  owner. 
We  recommend  that  anyone  leaving  their  home  unattended  for  vacations 
etc.  notify  our  department  of  the  dates  you  will  be  away  and  the  names 
of  individuals  who  have  authority  to  be  on  the  premises.   This  would 
aid  us  in  trying  to  prevent  losses  to  the  home  owner.   Especially 
now  because  of  the  present  condition  of  the  local  economy.

During  Calendar  Year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average  number 
of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires  kindled 
without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  permit  fires  that  escaped  control 
and  rekindled  fires.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  9now, 
widiort  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done.* 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you 
t>re  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns  in 
wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262  acre  fire  in  Moultonboro  and 
several  fires  in  Hcoksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844  local  Wardens 
and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System  (ICS),  an  Incident  management 
system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.   In  1991,  Wardens  will  be  trained  in  the  use 
of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire  suppression.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

Complexities  of  mosquito  control 'go  beyond  mosquitoes  and  spraying.   I  use 
business  management  and  politics  more  than  entomology  or  pest  control  to  per- 
petuate the  mosquito  control  projects  in  the  seacoast  towns.   I  realized  this 
fact  eleven  years  ago,  but  continued  to  practice  the  scientific  methods  with 
my  assistants. 

The  crew  of  1990  was  an  exceptional  group.   Their  pride,  hard  work,  support 
and  interest  enabled  me  to  survive  this  exceptionally  stressful  season.   The 
core  of  the  crew  deserves  special  recognition  for  their  outstanding  work  all 
season.   They  are:  Bonnie  McDermott,  George  Powell,  Diana  Eddins-Wiggin  and 
Duncan  McEachern.   All  four  plan  to  return  for  another  year.   Thanks  to  these 
assistants,  more  acreage  was  sprayed  last  season  than  in  previous  years. 

The  insecticide  sprayed  on  the  salt  marshes  was  the  bacteria,  Bacillus 
thuringiensis  israelensis  or  Bti.   This  product  has  replaced  our  dependence 
upon  organophosphate  insecticides.   The  bacteria,  Bti,  is  safe  for  fish,  birds, 
mammals,  including  humans,  frogs,  amphibians  and  nearly  all  insects.   I  am  very 
pleased  with  this  product's  performance  and  environmental  safety. 

Adulticiding,  spraying  adult  mosquitoes  with  the  truck  mounted  sprayer,  re- 
ceived a  great  deal  of  television  coverage  last  season  due  to  the  encephalitis 
problem  in  Massachusetts.  Unlike  the  Malathion  spraying  conducted  over  the  New 
Hampshire  border,  the  town  uses  Resmethrin  to  control  adult  mosquitoes.  Res- 
methrin,  a  synthetic  botanical  insecticide,  is  safer  than  the  organophosphate 
Malathion.  The  Commission  believed  the  switch  to  an  environmentally  favorable 
product  was  worth  the  added  expense. 

The  mosquito  control  project  experienced  untimely  changes  during  the  1990 
season.   The  Rye  Board  of  Selectmen  refused  to  house  the  mosquito  control  per- 
sonnel or  cut  their  paychecks.   In  November,  this  inconvenience  would  not  be 
a  hardship.   However,  in  July,  this  was  a  major  problem.   After  two  emergency 
meetings  with  the  Commissions  in  eight  communities,  solutions  were  found.   The 
North  Hampton  Selectmen  agreed  to  cut  the  paychecks  and  Stratham  provided  the 
office  space.   The  mosquito  control  crew  was  very  grateful  to  all  the  towns 
who  offered  their  assistance  during  this  stressful  period. 

Since  July,  concerns  have  arisen  regarding  workers'  compensation.   The 
source  cutting  payroll  checks  is  responsible  for  paying  the  W/C  bills  and  is 
liable  for  injuries  sustained  by  any  employee  receiving  one  of  these  paychecks. 
An  employee  injured  in  Stratham  will  have  an  affect  on  the  W/C  rates  paid  by 
North  Hampton.   In  order  to  solve  this  problem,  Commissioners  representing  the 
eight  towns  voted  to  hire  an  independent  business  service  to  handle  the  payroll 
and  bookkeeping.   No  one  town  will  be  liable  for  the  entire  project.   Bove 
Business  Services  in  Portsmouth  has  been  chosen  to  provide  these  services. 

The  new  office  for  the  Seacoast  Area  Mosquito  Control  Project  is  on  Bunker 
Hill  Avenue  in  Stratham.   The  phone  number  is  778-3906.   All  inquiries  or  com- 
plaints will  be  handled  at  this  office.   If  you  would  like  your  wetlands  in- 
spected for  mosquito  breeding,  please  contact  me  in  March  or  April  before  the 
mosquitoes  have  hatched  into  the  air.  A  crew  will  check  the  stagnant  water  for 
mosquito  larvae  and  spray  if  needed.   Your  assistance  will  help  everyone  since 
mosquitoes  know  no  boundaries.   If  you  do  NOT  want  your  property  sprayed,  call 
my  office  or  write  to:  Mosquito  Control,  P.O.  Box  46,  Stratham,  N.H.  03885. 
All  requests  will  be  honored.

Gentlemen: 

I  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Newfields,  New  Hampshire,  and  its  combining  and  individual  fund 
financial  statements  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1989.  As 
a  part  of  my  examination  I  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's 
system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  I  considered 
necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards  the  purpose  of  such 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  of  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other 
auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements. 

My  study  and  evaluation  of  the  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  was  made  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  paragraph  above  and 
accordingly  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system 
because  it  was  based  upon  selective  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and 
related  data.  As  a  result  of  this  study  and  evaluation,  I  have  noted  no 
particular  areas  where  improvements  can  be  made  to  strengthen  the  system 
of  internal  accounting  control. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  officials  for  the 
cooperation  and  courtesy  shown  my  staff  during  the  course  of  the 
engagement.

The  Moderator,  James  Hayden,  called  the  Meeting  to  order  at  7:30  PM. 

He  read  the  introduction,  stated  that  the  Warrant  Article  #2  will  be 
taken  care  of  by  ballot  at  the  Town  Meeting  and  asked  if  there  were 
any  special  committees  that  needed  to  be  heard.   There  were  none.

Said  money 
must  be  used  for  legal  purposes  for  which  the  School 
District  may  appropriate  money;  requires  a  public  hearing 
on  the  action  to  be  taken;  must  not  require  the  expenditure 
of  other  School  District  funds.

Jim  Hayden  called  for  a  vote  and  it  was  a  positive  YES. 

ARTICLE  4  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  for  School  District  Officials  and  agents  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to

Maureen  Hackett  asked  what  percentage  increase  did  we  expect 
for  tuition.   The  answer  was  12%. 

Alfred  Conner  asked  if  the  State  set  the  tuition  rate  and 
what  was  happening  with  the  AREA  Agreement. 

Lyman  Baier  said  yes  to  the  first  question  and  that  he  had 
met  with  Exeter  on  January  23rd  and  was  continuing  to  keep 
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the  avenues  open.   Lyman  stated  that  at  the  February  13th 
meeting  of  the  SAU  Cooperative  Study  Committee  Exeter  tried 
to  amend  the  agreement  so  that  the  surrounding  towns  would 
pay  tuition  based  on  current  costs.  Without  some  assurance 
that  the  surrounding  towns  would  have  some  control  it  was 
determined  that  the  discussion  would  continue  on  the  AREA 
Agreement 

Karta  Owen  asked  if  we  had  contacted  other  districts  to  send 
our  secondary  school  students. 

Lyman  Baier  said  that  we  have  talked  with  Oyster  River 
School  District. 

Allen  Taylor  asked  why  the  school  supply  budget  was  down. 

Kathleen  Lynch  stated  that  the  budget  construction  was 
changed  from  previous  years  and  some  items  are  under  new 
headings.   There  will  be  the  regular  replacement  of  books 
and  they  will  phase  in  2  Apple  computers  for  equipment 

At  this  time  James  Hayden  introduced  Kathleen  Lynch  as  the 
new  Assistant  Superintendent  for  SAU  #16. 

Kathleen  introduced  Brent  Rogers  as  the  Principal  of  the 
Elementary  School. 

Brent  told  how  there  is  an  Enrichment  Committee  working  for 
a  new  Enrichment  Program  and  people  would  be  hearing  more 
about  that  as  time  goes  by. 

Jeanne  Conner  asked  why  the  Aide  was  not  in  the  budget. 

Kathleen  said  that  in  her  experience  it  is  far  better  for 
the  education  of  all  students  to  have  one  teacher  for  each 
grade  level.   She  has  taught  combined  classes  and  on  the 
basis  of  her  expertise  made  that  recommendation  for  improved 
curriculum  revision  and  a  smoother  transition, 

Maggie  Doane  wanted  assurance  that  they  will  continue  to 
have  one  teacher  per  classroom  and  not  revert  back  to  1/2 
time  teachers  and  aides. 

Cathy  Verville  attested  to  the  fact  that  she  had  taught  in 
a  combined  classroom  teaching  situation  and  it  does  not  work 
for  the  benefit  of  the  students. 

Debra  Glass  asked  about  the  math  curriculum  and  why  the  CATS 
scores  were  so  bad. 

Kathleen  explained  that  she  felt  the  testing  was  too  early 
in  the  school  year  and  plans  to  re-test  the  4th  Grade  in 
April  to  obtain  an  accurate  reflection. 
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The  answer  to  Debra  Glass*  question  about  the  school 
secretary  was  that  she  is  still  part  of  the  union. 

Vern  Glass  asked  why  an  8  %  increase  in  teacher's  salaries 
he  was  told  that  Newfields  teachers  are  some  of  the  lowest 
paid  in  N.H.  and  that  the  Board  is  trying  to  bring  it  up. 

Susan  MacDougall  asked  about  the  custodial  salary  increase 
and  was  told  that  he  received  a  7  1/4  increase. 

Debra  Glass  recommended  that  we  not  spend  money  on  land- 
scaping until  we  put  up  barriers  or  something  because  the 
portion  that  was  done  in  the  Fall  was  destroyed.

The  focus  of  this  report  will  be  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  AREA  Agreement  which  is 
on  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  in  each  of  the  districts  comprising  SAU  16, 
and  which  warrant  comprises  a  very  critical  decision  to  be  made  by  each  informed  voter  in  our 
SAU  16  communities. 

We  are  pleased  that  the  very  hard  and  careful  work  of  the  school  board  members  from  all 
six  towns  has  produced  a  product  which  can  best  be  characterized  as  fair  and  equitable  to  all 
towns,  and  is  a  prelude  to  the  necessary  structural  changes  at  the  Exeter  AREA  High  School 
needed  in  the  near  future  to  address  the  increasing  enrollments  as  well  as  instructional  areas 
which  require  attention. 

The  proposed  amendment  has  a  number  of  elements  which  are  the  product  of  the 
compromises  developed  by  the  school  boards: 

*  Tuition  will  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  current  year's  estimated  expenses,  and  a  debit 
or  credit  will  be  assessed  to  the  respective  receiving  and  sending  towns  depending  upon  the 
actual  expenditures.   The  tuition  lag  will  no  longer  be  in  effect  due  to  this  new  method  of 
calculation. 

*  The  sending  communities  will  have  more  involvement  in  the  decisions  to  develop  capital 
improvement  plans  and  projects  for  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  as  the  needs  present 
themselves. 

*  The  sending  communities,  in  lieu  of  the  annual  rental  payment  which  they  currently 
make,  will  participate  in  defraying  the  interest  costs  of  any  bond  issue  which  the  Exeter 
taxpayers  approve  for  projects  at  the  junior  and/or  senior  high  schools. 

*  The  rights  of  the  sending  communities,  as  such  exist  under  applicable  RSA's,  are  in  no 
way  abridged  with  regard  to  the  sending  communities  rights  to  reassess  their  continuing 
membership  in  the  AREA  Agreement  and  to  act  in  their  local  best  interest.  The  receiving 
district  is  also  protected  against  significant  changes  in  AREA  membership  and  does  not  sacrifice 
its  rights  to  protect  its  continuing  interests  or  fiscal  situation.  In  addition,  the  agreement  will 
be  reviewed  publicly  at  least  every  five  years. 

*  An  important  inclusion  in  this  amended  plan  is  the  ability  for  any  involved  community  to 
submit  differences  to  a  resolution  process  which  could  result  in  binding  arbitration  if  the 
parties  were  not  able  to  settle  the  difference(s)  locally.  This  has  been  an  ability  absent  in  the 
current  agreement. 

It  is  our  belief  that  positive  action  on  this  amendment  will  benefit  the  education  of 
students  from  all  six  of  our  communities  and  will  provide  a  sharing  of  costs  which  are  more 
reflective  of  the  value  which  each  community  derives  from  participation  in  the  AREA  schools.

The  Newfields  Elementary  School  has  a  current  enrollment  of  seventy- 
eight  (78)  students  in  grades  one  ( 1 )  through  six  (6).   There  are  five  (5) 
full  time  regular  teachers,  a  resource  room  teacher,  and  a  teaching 
principal.   In  addition,  an  art,  music,  and  physical  education  teacher 
instruct  the  Newfields  students  on  a  once  a  week  basis.  Other  personnel 
include  a  guidance  counselor,  school  psychologist,  nurse,  speech 
pathologist,  occupational  therapist,  secretary,  and  custodian.   S.A.U.  *16 
also  provides  various  specialists  who  are  available  for  support  services. 

The  Newfields  School  Staff  has  met  several  times  this  year  with  other 
grade  level  teachers  from  the  various  sending  towns  to  insure  that  all 
students  enter  the  Exeter  Junior  High  School  equally  prepared.  V/e  have 
also  worked  with  the  Junior  High  to  be  sure  that  our  expectations  and 
"heirs  are  the  same  for  the  incoming  7th  graders.
